The 
capitalist bosses’ cars!” No one could convince him that this great sea of automobiles belonged to the 60,000 Ford workers of the Rouge. 


How the 5 Day changed the world 


hs in the days of the sixty-hour 
week, most workers walked home 
on tired legs. The average day’s pay in 
industry generally was $1.75. 

Times were poor, late in 1913. Many 
industries were in depression. Then on 
New Year’s morning, 1914, Henry Ford 
called his executives together in a 
room in the Highland Park plant. For 
years Ford had figured out sums and 
engine sketches on wood shingles that 
he picked up in the shop—but now 
there was a big improvement: a large 
wall blackboard. 

He wrote on the board the minimum 
Ford wage standards: $2.34 for a nine- 
hour day. He tossed down the chalk 
and said: “Figure out how much more 
we can give our men.” 

The Ford executives worked all day, 
cautiously adding 25¢, and then another 
25¢. Every so often Ford walked back 
in, said: “Not enough,” and walked 
out. Finally they had more than doubled 
the basic pay—up to $4.80 a day. 

One man snapped: “Why don’t you 
make it $5 a day and bust the company 
right?” 

“Fine,” said Henry Ford. “We'll do 


that.” The Master Mechanic of Detroit 
was not being foolishly generous. He 
had a solid philosophy which he wanted 
to dramatize. He believed that men did 
better work in shorter hours; he be- 
lieved that if they had more money 
they could buy more things, and one 
of the things they were sure to buy 
was an automobile. History shows his 
intelligent selfishness paid off. 

The news broke on the morning of 
January 6—and the working-man’s 
world was changed forever. The new 
minimum wage, “even for the worker 
who sweeps the floor” would be $5 a 
day; and for the first time in history 
the working-day was to be fixed at 
eight hours, 

This was thunderbolt news—one of 
the great news stories of all time. That 
very day workmen all over the United 
States kissed their wives good-bye and 
promised to send for them. Cotton-

pickers headed north; Serbians rushed 
to apply for American passports, Ger- 
mans headed for the docks in Hamburg. 

Most newspaper editors thought 
Henry Ford was crazy. He had “upset 
the whole social structure”; he “would 
be broke in a year.” Cartoonists showed 
factory sweepers in fur coats and cig- 
ars, descending majestically from 
chauffeur-driven limousines to pick up 
their brooms. Clergymen around the 
world blessed Henry Ford.

HILE the auto industry started 1952 on a 
rocky road, the path began to smooth 
out as the year drew to a close. The 
heavy odds, which faced the industry, 
dropped as a new Federal Administration showed 
promise of new things to come, and the web of 
Government controls began to disintegrate. 


Vehicles on the Road and Vehicle Taxes were the 
only two auto items to set records during 1952. How- 
ever, Tire Output and Sales and Gasoline Consumption 
showed a substantial rise over the preceding year, 
while there were declines in Production, Auto Wage 
Earners, Parts and Accessories, Auto Exports and New 
Car and Truck Registrations. 


Production of new cars in 1952 slipped for the 
second consecutive year from the peak established 
in 1950. There were 4,337,443 autos turned out 
in 1952, compared with 5,330,594 in 1951 and 
the record 6,658,510 in 1950. 


Although the number of military units helped push 
up truck output during the year, the total dipped under 
the alltime high set in 1951. Last year’s new-truck 
production amounted to 1,223,397, versus 1,416,382 
in the prior year.

EW-CAR and new-truck registrations in 1952 fell 


to 4,970,493 from 6,064,753 the preceding year.

unfavorable repercussions on the tire makers, whose 
sales and output picked up to the high levels of 1950. 
Production of tires in 1952 amounted to 90,522,386, 
contrasted with 83,404,977 in 1951. Sales aggre- 
gated 85,406,982 against 78,441,721 in 1951. 


Despite the many lows recorded by the industry 
in 1952, the Government showed no leniency in 
its grab of taxes from the motoring public. Federal, 
state and local vehicle levies jumped up to an esti- 
mated $5,000,000,000, compared with $4,708,- 
227,000 in 1951. 


Number of cars on the road in 1952 totaled 39,- 
769,741, compared with 38,515,538 in 1951, while 
trucks edged up to 8, 419, 855 from 8,064,883 for 
a grand total of 48,189,596, as against 46,580,421 
in the prior year. 


Auto and truck exports nosedived to 297,259 from 
426,722 in 1951. Shipments of cars out of the country 
amounted to 141,026, versus 212,176 in 1951. Last 
year's exports of trucks fell to 156,233 from 214,546 
in 1951.

ALES of parts and accessories in 1952 dropped 
slightly from the alltime high established in 1951, 
totaling $2,450,000,000 against $2,543,841,000. 


With the record number of automobiles on the 
country’s roads in 1952, Gasoline Consumption 
showed a substantial increase. Motorists burned up 
an estimated 46,424,019,000 gallons of gasoline, 
compared with 43,895,474,000 in the preceding 
year. 


The two-month steel strike last year caused the 
average number of auto wage earners to drop off 
from 856,300 to 785,000. 


The year 1952 was a jubilant one for several auto 
makers, but it also was a bereaving one for some 
others. While it marked birthday celebrations and a 
new challenge to some of the industry's leaders who 
assumed new responsibilities in the National Capital, 
it also saw the passing of several prominent auto 
industrialists, such as Packard's Alvan Macauley; 
Walter O. Briggs; Pontiac’s Arnold Lenz, and DeSoto's 
C. E. Bleicher. 


It also marked the appearance of many futuristic 
cars on the U. S. scene, and it witnessed the disap- 
pearance of one make—the Crosley, whose facilities
